Little is 
known of the munner of distilling and prepar- 
ing tho raw camphor for the market, and growers 
can only cbtain their information by experiments 
and at some expenss; so that they are naturally 
reticent. on the subject, The present writer 
hes hondled Ceylon-produced camphor valued 
by a home-tirm of experts at 116 shillings per 
ewt. No doubt bafore long the first shipments 
of this new product will ba’ made from Ceylon. 

The Governor of Kisngsu memorinlises con- 
cerning the re-establishment of the Soo-tsin and 
Soo-lun Governuient: silk filatures at Soochow 
which, were opened by Viceroy Chang Chib-tung 
in 1895, when that port was first thrown open to 
commerce. The capital was ‘Tis. 800,000, 
500.000 being taken from the Provincial Trea- 
suries at Soochow and Nanking ond the 
remainder subsoribed from Chinese merchants 
at Shanghai. But owing to the slackness of 
trade the filatures were leased to #. wealthy 
Chinese merchant in 1900, who lost more than 
Te. 300,000, which have now been made up by 
him hy pressure from the memorialiat.. These 
filatures are now leased to Mr. Fei Cheung-ying> 
who agreed'to pay Tle. 50,000 as rent per annom, 
hoeides if possible. the payment.of the necessary 
intarest and bonus, Tho filatures were re- 
opened on the Ist June this year.— Peking 
Gazette, 


It is propuxed to convert the business of the 
well-known Hotel Metropole at Shanghai futoa 
limited liability company with a cepital of 
$200,000 Mexican, divided into’.2,000 shares of 
$100 each. It is stated that the reason which 
has induced Mr. Biddle, the proprietor, to sell 
his business to a compony, and offer o part of 
the share capital to the public for sabacription, 
in that he requires funds in order to improve 
the appearance and structure of the Hotel, ond 
he is coufident that if this can be done, the 
hotel will soon become one of the leading, and 
on account of its position, mout- attractive 
hotels in Shanghni, and its earning power will 
consequently be greatly increased. Mr. Biddle 
bas agreed to manage tho business for five years: 
‘A dividend of 13 per cent. is anticipated. We 
understand that tho stock is being largely taken 
up by the French community. The hotel has 
catered mostly for Americans. 


‘Tea experts from India as well as Ceylon 
hisve recently been visiting Formosa as dole: 
gates of Tea Planters’ Association, to whom the 
results of enquiries into the production of 
Formosa Qolongs are being reported. Th® 
reports to the Indian Association are not being 
published yet, but we notice that the Ceylonexpert 
(Mr. Kingsford) says in one of his reports :— 
A very large proportion of the teas shipped are 
of poor guality, the very high priced teas arodue 
to fine plucking, tho most flevonry teas to weak 
unpraned bushes with a very unhealthy and 
half-doad appearance. We have » good many 
photogrephs we took of tea in all conditions and 
districts, It is quite clear that there is no 
added flavouring matter. Appesrances umd 
pungency seem to sell better than mere flavour. 
The plucking is either very coarse.with a heavy 
proportion of two and thres-leaved bangy,. or 
very fine, bat the latter teas have more appear- 
ance and not muck flevour- The teas appear to 
be almost as fully fired as the averngo Caylons, 
when: they leave the country garden packed in 
bags, but they lose @ further 10 per cent. of 
moisture in the hug firing which, of course, 
increases the cup colour of a sample, but does 
not appear to improve the favour. Values 
sppear to vary considerably from year to year.

Mr. H. H. J. Gompertz, ucting as Coroner, 
. yesterday ‘held an onquiry into tho facts. of 
the death of sn unknown European, who was 
found with his throat cut on the New 
Road, Quarry Bay. 

Indian Sergeant No. 619 snid: On the 5th 
inut, I wont on duty at 8 a.m. in Shau‘iwan 
District. At about 6.30 1 arrived ut the 
new dock. Thera I saw u Buropenn lying 
on. the left-haiid or’ dock side of the road. 
I went np to the budy and observed 
a peol of blood; the blood wax near the neck: 
I also saw 8 out on the inside of the left arm, 
about half-way between the wrist und the elbow. 
Au the body lay I could not see the wound on 
the neck. It was lying on the breast, 40 
that tho left eye was covered up. The two 
arms were crossed on the right side. 

Mr. Gompertz: Just lie down on that: table 
and show us how the body lay. 

Tho witnoss did so. : ; 

‘Continuing, witness said: “ ‘Phis knife 
(produced): was in‘ his right hand. It was 
bloodstuined from the point about half-way ap 
the blady. A straw hat was abont two feet from 
hia hoad, I saw six footprints’ near the legs 
of the body. The ground there was soft; ‘only 
tho front. part of the footprints were. impressed, 
and not the heel.

for shockingly mutilating the dead ; and one for 
stealing cattle and horses and violating wom-n* 
Besides the above, numerous instances wore 
given in which wounded Russians had fired on 
Japanese succouring parties, All these charges. 
preferred with fall dotails, rolated. to General 
Oku'sarmy only, and wore independent of the 
experiences of Generel Kuroki's: ormy, whieh 
were not less shocking, It is understood that 
the Japanese did vot) desire to publish such 
accusations, .becausa they tend to embitter

‘Tho most roliable and interesting information 
whieh hua yet come to hand respecting the con - 
dition of the Japanesy and Russian warships 
after enduring the stress of war for severny 
months is published in the current mumbor of 
the Engineer, ‘Tho facta are given on tho 
authority of officers in the Far Eust, sho are in 
8 position to know, and thoy show thutaveveral im- 
portant lossons have already been denoustrated 
by the fighting outside Port Arthor, Briefly 
stated they are us follows :—~

With regard to the damage suffered by the 
flot, the report says that nota single Japanese 
ship is now able to atoam ot its original speed.

RUSSIA AND BRITISH SHIPPING. 


A meoting of the north of Kogland steamship 
ownera was held Inst month at Neweastle-on- 
Tyne to consider the question of the seizure by 
Ruzsia of tho British-steamship Avanton, Mr. 
Daniel Stephons presided, and mid that the- 
seizure was certainly ualawful, aul it was their 
duty to do: all. thay could to help British 
shipping. Mr. James Knott. manager of the 
Prince line of stesmabips, said thatthe Alantow 
was engaged at the time of the soizure in a 
porfectiy peaceful and legal: mission. carrying 
coal from Japan to an English port, Singapore. 
Her seizure was illegal: The exense was that. 
sho was passing through the soaof Japan, but. 
that. was a course which caved 200 miles, and any 
shipmaster would havo taken it. Hoe complained 
also of the action of tha Rnssion vhinteer fleet 
steamers ia overhanting and detsining British 
veveelsin Dastern waters,and urgedthata warship 
should ba sont to end such Improper coniuet. 
He noved:—* That the British Government be 
asked io demand the relense of the atenmar 
Allunton (which is detainad at Vindivestocs by 
the Tussians). forthwith.

ABOLITION OF THE CANTON 
“HOPPO.” 


It was not #0 many years back since the 


presentatives of the river steamboat companies 
and tho British officialy in Canton’ und in 
Poking. were ongayed us one man in astrnaous 
endeavour to combat the practice on the 
part of the “ Heppo” in Cuuton, then in vogue, 
of favouring shippers of goods in, Chinese 
bottoms to the detriment of British ‘steamers: 
The practice of tho Canton native customs 
officials was often represented, says the P. & T'. 
Times, a8 a grossinjustice to foreign siripowners 
and a distinct violation of the most-fsvoured 
ination clause of the treaty. Amongst the many 
remedies then thouglit to effectually remove the 
injustice complsined of was, that the post of the 
“hoppo” or native. customs superintendent of 
Canton ‘should be abolished and the duties 


{appertaining to thot office merged in the 


commissionership of the Chinese Imperial 
Maritime Customs. Diplomatic representations 


[1474 through asnecession of years resulted in failure- 


Her Imperial . Majesty, however, ig now 
detormined thot ‘decided stopa should by taken 
in this direction, and therefore commands, by 
decree of the 10th inst, the ebolition of the posts 
of the“ Hoppo” or Customs Superintandont of 
Canton, und that of Superintendent of Customs 
of Huaian in Kiangsu province, the duties of 
“Hoppo" in Canton to be undertaken by the 
Viceroy of the Two Kwang provinces. Alxo, as 
the Comnissionerships of the Imperial silklooms 


of Kiangning and Soochow are both inthe one 
province of Kiangsu, the first-named Commis- 
sionership ix abolished.
